Shortly after 7 o'elock last night there 
came flashing oyer the wires from Cape 
Race, within 400 miles of which the liner 
bad struck the iceberg, word that at 2:20 
o’clock Monday morning, 8 hours and 55 
minutes after receiving its death blow, the 
Titanic had sunk. 


CARPATHIA COMES TOO LATS. 


The news came from the steamer Carpa- 
thia, relayed by the White Star liner Olym- 
pic, and revealed that by the time the Car. 
pathia, outward bound from New. York and 
racing for the Titanic on a wireléss call, had 
reached the scene the doomed vessel had 
sunk. ‘ 

Left on the surface, however, were life- 
boats from the Titanic, and in theth—as ap- 
pears in meager reports received up to a 
late hour—were some 866 survivors of the 
disaster. 

These, according to the advices, the Car- 
pathia picked up and is now on its Way with 
them to New York. 

In the cabins were 230 women and chif- 
dren, but it is not known how many there 
were among the 740 third class passengers. 
In the first cabin there were 128 women 
and 15 children and in the second cabin 79 
women and 8 children. 

The Titanic carried 3,423 haan of mall 
of unknown value, which it is hardly 
likely was saved. 

‘ EXPECT SACRIFICE BY MEN. 
¢ There was discussion as to whether all 
of the male passengers had sacrificed oppor- 
tunity to save themselves by giving women 
and children the first chance at the boats. 

“There is no rule of the sea,” said Mr. 
Franklin, “ which requires euch a sacrifice. 
It la a rule of courtesy, on land as well as 
sea, that gallant men have often observed 
in time of disaster.” 

The White Star officers figured from thelr 
data that the Olympic was forty miles from 
the scene of the Titanie’s sinking when it 
sent the news of it tonight. 

VESSEL ON MAIDEN VOYAGE. 


The manner of the Titanic’s encounter 
with the icebergs and its frantic appeals 
for aid through the medium of the wireless 
is known by the series of messages sent into 
the air, though the later and more vital

SUSPENSE AFTER FIRST NEWS. 


It has been many years s‘nce the world 
was left in such suspense and dread as fol- 
lowed the first faltering calls for help from 
the crushed vessel. At 10:80 on Sunday 
night the Virginian, speeding on its way to 
Glasgow, picked up the White Star steam- 
ship’s Marconi signa! of distress that clears 
the air of all lesser messages. The wireless 
operator of the Virginian caught the cry | 
for help: 

“Have struck an iceberg. 2 dam. 
aged. Rush aid.” 

Seaward and landward J. G. Phillips, the 
Titanic’s wireless man, was sending the ap- 
peal for help. The wireless was working 
unevenly and blurringly. A word or two, 


scattered phrases, now and then a connected 


sentence, made up the messages that sent a 
thrill of apprehension for a thousand miles 
east, west, and south of the doomed liner, 
BALTIC RUSHES TO RESCUR 
Other liners besides the Virginian heard 
the call. The big Baltic, 2020 miles to the 
eastward and west bound, turned again te 
try to save life as it did when the Republic 
was cut down in a fog in January, 1909. 
The Titanic’s mate, the Olympic the 
greatest of seagoers save the Titanic itself, 
turned in its tracks. All along the northern 
lane the miracle of the wireless worked for 


the distresged and sinking White Star ship. 
VIRGINIAN GETS FIRST APPEAL. 
The Hamburg-American Cincinnati, the 


Amerika all heard the appeal. end the 


rapid. condensed explanation of what had 


happened. .

MESSAGE TO CAPE RACE 


While these vessels hastened with all the 
drive that steam conld give them the Ti- 
tanic’s call reached to Cape Race, in New- 
foundland, and the startled operator there 
heard a message which quickly reached New 
York. 

Have struck an iceberg. We are badly 
damaged. Titanic. Latitude 41.46 nerth 
50.14 west.” 

Cape Race threw the appeal broadcast 
wherever his apparatus could carry. So that 
for hours, while the world waited for a 
crumb of news as to the safety of the great 
ship’s people, not one thing more was known 
save that it was drifting, broken, helpless, 
and alone, in the midst of a waste of ice. 


CONFLICTING WORD TO WORLD. 


And it was not until seventeen hours after 
the Titanic had sunk, carrying with it—as 
now seems almost certain—a great part of 
its passengers and crew, that the words 
came out of the air as to the vessel's fate, 
There was a confusion and tangle of mee 
sages—a jumble of rumors. 

Good tidings were trodden upon by eril, 
and no man knew clearly what was taking 
place in that stretch of water where the 
giant icebergs were making a mock of all 
that the world knew best in ship building. 

It was 12:17 4. m., while the Virginian 


was still plunging eastward, that all com- 


munication from the Titanic ceased. The 
Virginian’s operator, with his captain at his 
elbow, fed the air with bine flashes fn a des- 
effort to know what was! 
to the crippled liner, but no message came

Charles Melville Hays, president of the 
Grand Trunk and Grand Trunk Pacific rajl- 
way companies, has been considered one of 
the most brilliant and successful of railroad 
officials.

His school education was com- 
pleted when he was 17 years of age. 

His first work in the railroad world was in 
the passenger department of the Atlantic and 
Pacific railroad in St. Louis. In 1886 he bo-

One year later he was ap- 
pointed general manager of the Wabash, 
St. Louis and Pacific, and later became man- 
ager of the Wabash Western.

On Dec. 31, 1895, he resigned from 
the service of the Wabash to accept the po- 
sition of general manager of the Grand Trunk 
rallway company of Canada at Montreal 


Double Track Big Road. 

Under his régime the main line of the 
Grand Trunk was double tracked all the way 
from Ste. Rosalie, a point thirty-eight miles 
éast of Montreal, to Chicago, a distance of 


.878 miles. 


Upon the death of the late Colis P. Hunt» 
ington, the president and a large owner in 
the Southern Pacific company and steamship 
lines controlling upward of 10,000 miles, Mr.

ASTOR GREATEST LANDLORD; 
OWNER OF MANY SKYSCRAPERS 


Colonel’s Fortune Between $100,000,- 
000 and $200,000,000—Wed Young 
Girl in 1911. 


New York, April 15.—[Special.]—Col. John 
Jacob Astor, the American head of the Astor 
family, held a prominent place in the life of 
this city for many years. Not alone was hea 
qonsticuous elub member and leader of 
society, but he engaged in vast business a- 
tivities that gave him a place of rank, apart 
from his immense fortune and social attain~ 


ments. 

Col. Astor put up and owned more hotels 
and skyscfapers than anyother New Yorker. 
At one time he was a director in twenty or 
more large corporations, including railways. 
His fortune has been estimated at from 
$100,000,008 to $200,000,000. 

Col. Astor was born at the old Astor estate 
at Ferncliff, Rhinebeck-on-the-Hudson, on 
July 18, 1804. He was the son of William 
Astor, @ grandson of William B. Astor. and 
great-grandson of the original John Jacob 
Astor, founder of the house in America. 


Graduate of Harvard. 

His mother was Miss Caroline Schemerhorn. 
a descendant of the Dutch family in Albany 
Col. Astor was prepared for college by tu- 
tors and at St. Pauls school, New Hamp- 
shire. He was graduated from Harvard 
in 1888, taking the degree of B. 8 
After college he traveled through Pu- 
rope extensively. He was married on Feb. 
17, 1801, to Miss Ava Lowle Willing of Phils 
delphia, from whom he was divorced on Nov. 
9, 1909, in this state. Mrs. Astor got the cus- 
tody of their daughter Muriel, while their 
son Vincent went to his father. 

Col. Astor’s father died in 1892 and he took 
up the business of his father’s vast estate, 
becoming the greatest landlord. Among the 
hotels he built are The Astoria and the St 
Regis. He invented a patent bicycle brake 
that was widely used, a patent roadscraper, 
a patent turbine for steamships, and a rain- 
making machine. He wrotea book called“ A 
Journey Into Other Worlds.”

Sept. 8. 1911, to Miss Madeline Force, the 20 
year old daughter of William H. Force of this 
ciety.

Terrible Danger to Ocean 
Travel Multiplied During 
the Spring Season. 


DEATH ROLL IMMENSE. 


Ships Often Meet with Accidents 


in Fog Near Grand

That terrible danger to transatlantic travel, 
the iceberg fleet, is much more dangerous at 
this season of the year, when it drifts

Usually the . icebergs appear during the 
sunny days of June and July, when calm seas 
and clear atmosphere make their discovery 
easy and when contrasts of temperature give 
early warning of their nearness. 

But even in July the great Atlantic berg

With the winds, cold, and fogs of March and 
April this iceberg peril is multiplied many 
times. 


Deadly Danger to Ocean Liner. 
It was in sheering off to avoid an iceberg

ty-one persons. To ocean liners they area 
deadly danger.

HEAVY PLATES ARE TORN. 


Rent, Fifteen Feet Below Water, | 


Admits Flood; Trimming 
Tank Prevents Sinking. 


New York, April 15.—[Special.]—The big 
battleship Utah, crack ship of the navy and 
the largest warship-n commission in the 
world, was struck by the British steamship 
Gondor, chartered by Grace & Co., in the 
Smother, off Tompkinsville; at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon. The Utah was at anchor and the 
British boat was bound out when the col- 
lision occurred. 

The Condor stuck her nose into the port 
side of the battleship as the latter lay with 
its bow pointed over toward the Long island 
shore, The Utah received the blow at its 
hawse hole. The blow smashed two of the 
plates five-eighths of an inch thick above 
the water line and opened up another hole 
about fifteen feet below thé walter line, 


through which the water poured. Fortu- 


naiely this hole wes made at a point where 
the port trimming tank is located. That 
is a tank used in trimming the ship, water 
being let into it in case her bow rides too 
high.

As might be expected, the im- 
pact when the Condor struck the 21,825 tons 
of steel battleship did the former the most 
harm. Its prow had heen bent to one side 
as if it had been made of tin and the fore- 
quarters filled with water. It was found 
that it could keep afloat with the aid of the 
pumps, but it was away down at the bow this 
evening and bore evidences of being in a 
sorry plight. 


Damage to Utah Serious. 

Aboard the Utah the opinion was expressed 
this evening that the damage was serious, 
though no one cared to make an estimate of 
it. It f will de taken up to the Brooklyn navy 
yard tomorrow. 

The accident appears to have been due to 
the fact that those on the Britisher mistook 
the Utah's fog bell for a bell buoy which 
marks the channel off Tompkinsville. Capt. 
Purdy of the Condor says that the strokes 
of the Utah’s bell corresponded almost ex-

Thomas Gallagher, who accuses Rosenbach 
of being a home wrecker,” is locked up at 
the Chicago avenue police station awaiting 
the outcome of the victim’s injuries, 

Mrs. Eleanor Gallagher, the cause of the 
fracas, informed the police that her husband 
had no occasion to be jealous of Rosenbach, 
who was a boarder in the Gallagher home at 
847 West Chestnut street. The police are 
doubtful whether Gallagher “ had the goods 
on the boarder.“ 

The slashing. was done in the basement at 
the residence of James Layden, 346 West 
Chestnut street, where Rosenbach had fled to 
escape the enraged husband yesterday after- 
poon. Gallagher used his knife after he had 
fractured the skull of Rosenbach with a re- 
volver. a 


Seeks Aid in Tying Victim. 

When Rosenbach ran to the basement for 
@uccor Bernard Robinson, Isaac Burns, and 
John McDonald, roomers at the Landen 
house, were chatting. Gallagher commended 
these men to assist him in tying Rosenbach. 
They refused. Gallagher then struck Burns 
over the head with his revolver for the pur- 
pose of forcing the three into aiding him. 
But instead of doing so they fled. 

A few minutes later a passerby found 
Rosenbach lying in the Layden front yard 

- and notified the police. 


Rosenbach, a metal worker, remained in 


his room during the morning on a plea of 
illness. Gallagher was suspicious and went 
to a nearby saloon instead of reporting for 
work. About 10 o'clock he returned home, 
and by means of a ladder got into Rosen- 
bach's room: Just about the time he landed 
Mrs. Gallagher enteted with a cup of coffee 
tor her boarder. This so enraged the husband 
that he beat up his wife as well as the 
Boarder. : 


Wife Sticks by Boarder. 
Both remonstrated with Gallagher and as- 
serted there was no occasion for the attack. 
- Subsequently Rosenbach and Gallagher met 
in a saloon and talked matters over. Then 
Rosenbach went back to the Gallagher home. 
Gallagher returned after a time and renewed 
his attack on Rosenbach and the latter fied 
to the Layden house, across the street. 

Rosenbach could give the police little in- 

formation because of his condition, but pro- 
tested his innocence in the few words that he 
was able to utter before lapsing into uncon- 
eciousness. 
MXxs. Gallagher, the mother of three chil- 
éren, takes the part of the boarder, and in- 
*ists that carrying coffee to Rosenbach was 
Merely a humane act and that she had not 
violated her marriage vows. 

Here is Gallagher's statement to the police: 

Rosenbach wrecked my home and he is 
paying for it. 

About four weeks ago I realized he was 
becoming too friendly with my wife. A few 
days later my oldest daughter, Theresa, who 
is 5 years old, told me that after my depar- 
ture for work her mother entered the board- 
er's room. On Friday I learned that Rosen- 
bach and my wife had been out together, 

‘and this morning I laid for them.“

WILL SPEND A MILLION. 


Work Will Be Extended North to 


Chicago Avenue and South to 
Twenty-second Street. 


Washington, D. C., April 18.—[Special.)—It 
has been decided by the board of engineers 


for rivers and harbors that the recommenda- 
tions of Col. Zinn for government assistance 


in the building of an outer harbor shall be 
approved. At the request of Secretary of 
War Stimson, the board held a meeting to- 
day to make a report on the matter, and 
this report will reach the secretary in a 


few days and will be forwarded promptly to 


congress. 
Chicago Engineers Supported. 

Gen. Bixby said tonight that he has not 
received the papers yet, consequently he 
should make no official announcement, but 
it is understood on good authority that the 
report will recommend an appropriation of 
more than $1,000,000 to allow the govern- 
ment to extend the breakwater, and to do 
such dredging as will be necessary to per- 
mit deep draft vessels to come into the har- 
bor. 

It is understood that the report of Col. Zinn 
has been approved in full and that the report 
recommends practically everything that the 


engineers for the city of Chicago have asked 


for and deem necessary im order that the city 
may go ahead with its plans for the building 
of an outer harbor. . 
Breakwater to Be Lengthened. 
The Zinn plan, whieh will be embodied as 
a part of the report of the board of en- 
gineera, provides for the extension of the 
government breakwater as far north as Chi- 
cago avenue and south to Twenty-second 
street so as to make a thoroughly protected 
harbor, It is understood that work is first 
to be done at the north end, as it is said to 
be the intention of the city engineers to build 


docks north of the river for the handling of 
freight. 


It is also a part of the plan to strengthen 
the present government breakwater and 
to enlarge the entrance of the mouth of the 
river.

BIG FOUNDATION Is LOST. 


Objection of Representative Fowler 
Sends Plan to Its Death. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington, D. C., April 15.—[Special. }— . 
Congress will not accept for the country the 
$100.000,000 foundation t und offered by John 
Rockefeller. 

The senate last year refused to give con- 
sideration to the Rockefeller proposal and the 
house of representatives today adopted the 
same course. The house struck the bill from 
the unanimous consent calendar, which 
means there is no likelihood of its passage. 

When the bill, which, was introduced by 
Representative #eterg of Massachusetts, 
was reached today, a dasen Democrats 


Jumped to their feet and engaged in a 
chorus of objections for the purpore of get - 
ting their names in the record and getting 
the credit back home for having bearded 
the man who made the Standard Oi! trust. 


Strong Reasons. 

There is no doubt as the bill was introduced 
originally in the senate there were strong 
reasons why it should not be enacted. The 
effect of its passage, in the view of the attor- 
ney general, would be to put the government 
behind the Standard on company. 

Mr: Peters’ bill, according to its author, 
contains none of the objectionable features 
which invited criticism of the original meas- 
ure. The bill provided for an altruistic insti- 
tution incorporated in the District of Colum- 
bia, with the genera! purpose of alleviating 


humanity at large. Criticism was so violent 
that the measure never was voted on. 

The bill was referred to the judiciary com- 
mittee, which reported it unanimously. 
When the bill was read in the house severa! 
Democrats reserved the right to object, on 
the ‘ound that permitting the employment 
of 80 enorm.ous a sum by a private corpora- 
tion would be dangerous to public policy. 

Representative Shepard of Texas opposed 
the exemption of so much money from taxa- 
tion, and asserted its use would mean de- 
structive competition with private individu- 
als. 

Fowler Sends Bill to Death. 

Representative Fowler of Missouri dis 
posed of the matter when he made formal 
objection to the consideration of the matter. 

Speaker Clark recognized the objection and 
had the bill stricken from the unanimous 


Representative Peters of Massachusetts. 
who introduced the bill. asserts the objection 
made by Representative Fowler of Missouri 
and other Democrats will mean merely a few 
weeks’ delay and possibly a more protracted 
debate.

GARY IN CLASH 
ON STEEL LABOR 
Attack of C. M. Cabot on the 


Working Conditions Resent- 
ed at Annual Meeting. 


DEFENDS 12 HOUR SHIFTS. 


Official Says He Worked That 
Way on Farm and It Had No 
Ill Effect on Him. 


New Tork, April 15.—[Speciel.]—Charles | 


M. Cabot of Boston was again the storm cen- 
ter of the annual meeting today of the United 
States Steel corporation, In the little room 
used by the corporation once a year for its 
annual meeting, 51 Newark street, Hoboken, 
more than sixty men-officers, directors, 
stockholders, reporters, and outsiders— 
sweated and fumed while E. H. Gary, Stuy- 
vesant Fish, and Mr. Cabot had it out. 


the opening of the meeting Stuyvesant Fish 
read aloud te report of the special commit- 
tee of stockholders ‘which had, just gone 
over the mille and mines of the company 
looking for some of the abuses about which 
Mr. Cabot had talked and written. 

The report was entirely complimentary to 
the management of the Steel corporation in 
the treatment of labor. 

At the same time it urged the elimination 
of the twelve hour day as fast as practicable. 


Cabot Starts Argument. 


At the conclusion of the reading Mr. Gary 
moved its adoption, and the stockholders 
voted to adopt it. Whereupon Mr. Cabot 
made a speech in which he introduced a res- 
olution providing for three eight hour shifts 
in the steel mills as a substitute for the pres- 
ent two twelve h shifts. Mr. Fish, as 
chairman of the stockholders’ committee, 
which had just finished one investigation, 
asked Mr. Cabot not to insist upon another 
expensive investigation by a committee, 
which would be neeessary before the final es- 
tablishment of such a resolution. Mr. Fish 
said that if the stockholders really wanted 
to investigate any more there was nothing 
to prevent them, but that they ought to pay 
for it out of their own pockets and not make 
the corporation stand for it. 

After a brief argument Mr. Cabot recog- 
nized what he termed Mr. Fish‘s longer ex- 
perience and greater proficiency in corpora- 
tion Management, and withdrew hs motion. 


Would End Twelve Hour Shifts. 


Regarding a circular letter sent out to 
15,000 stockholders at Mr. Cabot's request 
in ap effort to collect representative opin- 
ions about the labor policy of the corpora- 


N replies shows that 54 per cent, 7 
ing 6,531 preferred shareholders and 2,078 
‘common, either expressed approval of the 
management of the corporation and what it 
has done to improve the trade conditions or 
stated their desire to leave the matter en- 
tirely to the Management, and 22 per cent for 
various reasons would like to see a reduc- 
tion of the hours of labor. 

* The small percentage desires a reduction 
in the hours of labor even at the expense of 
dividends. The per cent of common stock- 
holders who express a desire for a reduction 
in the hours of labor ig generally women and 
clergymen.” 

In general defense of the corporation's la- 
bor policy Judge Gary said: 

“The committee has taken up the ques- 
tion of elimimating the twelve hour day and 
Sunday work, and you cam see that we have 
accomplished a great deal. The corporation | 
desires no concealment of its actions. and 
feela that whenever it makes any mistake 
it will be duly and quickly notified about it in 
the public prints. 


Defends Long Hours. 

“ Personally, I am not certain that the 
twelve hour day is bad for employés, espe- 
cially when they insist upon working that 
long in order to make more money. I was 
brought up on a farm and many, many days 
worked mare than twelve hours.

Nikisch and London 


Orchestra Extolled. 


BY GLENN DILLARD GUNN. 
RTHUR NIKISCH and the London 
Symphony orchestra gave the first 
ot two concerts announced for the 
week last night in the Auditorium 
before an audience that was large 

and that represented the most critical and 


appreciative element of Chicago's music | 


loving public. The theater was not entirely 
filled, but it probably will be for the second 
concert next Sunday, for the audience left 
convinced that Mr. Nikisch is entitled to the 
preéminent position which he occupies in the 
orchestra world and that the English orches- 
8 is a Worthy agent for the exposition of his 
art. 

Eastern critics having fulfilled all demands 
of patriotism in insisting upon the admirable 
standards maintained by the orchestras sup- 
ported in America, as compared with the 
London Symphony, it seems only right and 
in accord with the duties of hospitelity to 
assure our British guests that their organi- 
zation may also be numbered among the 
great orchestras of the world. There would 
seem to be sufficient honor for all, and it is 
evident that the excellence of our own or- 


chestras is best proved in the appreciation | 


which our public has shown for the merits of 
the several visiting organizations which the 
season has brought to us. 

Mr. Nikisch’s art has changed but little 
in the twelve years that have elapsed since 
the writer last heard him. The power to 
make orchestral speech an individual utter- 
ance, which distinguished him in early ma- 
turity, is still his in the ripeness and fullness 
of his years and honors. Other masters of 
orchestra, whose musicianly attainments are 
comparable to his, lack that power of sug- 
gestion whereby he obliterates from the 
mind of the listener all thought of the me- 
chanical means that evokes the many voiced 
song of the orchestra. He convinces his 
players that his. intentions are theirs. He 
convinces his listeners that all the orches- 
tral voices are his, that he inspires every ut- 
terance of each individual in the mighty 
choir. 


— 
There results a spontaneity, a flexibility, 
and à freedom quite unrevealed in all recre- 
ative art, and it is a matter of indifference 
with what phases of musical expression he 
concerns himself. He brings to the eterne4 
verities of Beethoven and Brahms the same 
glories of lyric song, the same intensity of 
dramatic utterance that belongs to Wagner 
and is loaned to Tschaikoweky. Thus it hap- 
pened that one must place the interpretative 
significance of the readings accorded the 
Tannhäuser overture and the Francesca 
da Rimini’’ of Techeikowsky on the same 
plane with the remarkably complete presen- 
tations of the third of Beethoven's Leonora“ 
overtures or the first Brahms symphony. 
It followed that the most profound impres- 
sion of the evening was made by. the sym- 
phony as the most significant compositior on 
the program. In describing Nikisch as the 
foremost exponent of the music of Brahms 
one experiences the rare pleasure of in- 
dorsing the critical opinion of musical Ger- 
many. He deserves this distinction by rea- 
son of the completeness with which he de- 
fines the musical personality of the com- 
poser, presented to us in isolated phases and 
by the overemphasis of various characteris- 
tics at the hands of less gifted interpreters.

character of an improvization. Evidence of 
the conductor’s confidence in the intrinsic 
significance and vitality of Beethoven's
